The exact cost’ never has been 
known and there is a popular story 
that tho grand monarch was 80 scared 
when ho saw the bills, that he tore 
them up, so that no one should ever

cured the sameiday. The third mir- 
acle happened: in Fragen’ * Sister 
Jeanne Marie was.afficted with tuber- 
culosis of the bones and her care pro- 
nounced incprable, but on; the fifth 
day of her prayer to Joan she orvas 
cured. Having accepted this evidence, 
Pope Pius, in 3909, formally an- 
nqunced the beatification of the Maid 
of Orleans. Another Interval of ten 
years clapsed before thirteen card 
nals and twenty-two consultators re 
corded their placet to Joan's canoniz- 
atlén, and Pope Benedict XV. asked 
for prayers that ,his decision might 
be enlightened by the Holy Ghost, 
On March 26, Hés Holiness announc- 
ed that his decision was in the afirm- 
ative, and as an Inevitable sequel, 
Joan was canonized on Sunday. 
“Whether one belfeves in miracles 
or disbelieves it mist be admitted 
that those accepted by the Church 
of Rome in the course of an Inquiry 
into claims for canonization are sub- 
jected to a long and revere scrutiny. 
No evidence in favor of miracles 
would . be .accepted, of course, by 
those who deny their exiktence, but 
once admitting their possibifity the 
evidence of:the church would appear 
conclusive, The ablest minds in the 
hierarchy are In judgment, and it 
said that no session of the, United 
States Supreme Court is more august, 
The cardinals and ¢onsultators hear 
evidence presented by a representa 
tive of those asking or. the canoniz- 
ation.

Beginnings of History 
Of the English Nation 


May be Seen at Chester 
POOOOOOOOLOHOHIOD 


EW citics in England retain so 
distinct a flavor of medieval 
times as “Rare Olde Chester,” 
on the River Dee. Winchester 

fs hoary: with age—so are Gloucester, 
Canterbury, Coventry and countless 
other places In the kingdom, but 
should one disembark at Liverpool 
with a mind intent upon studying 
English lands, people—and, above 
all, English history—Chester, sixteen 
miles distant, would be an Ideal place 
in which to set out upon such a 
pUgrimage. 

There, more easily than almost 
anywhere else, one can trace the very 
beginnings of England. Chester’s an- 


cient walls still surround the site of |. 


the Roman deva, or Devana Castra 
(camp of the Dee). The Anglo- 
Saxons called it Ceaster. 

The Romans, whose occupancy 
lasted four centuries. selected this 
high, picturesque spot overlooking 
the river and the mountains of 
North Wales, for the station of their 
famous 20th Legion. 
e7Excavating the solld rock to & 
depth of four to ten fect, upon which 


to found the camp, they built round- 


about their defensive walls. 

The Roman camp waasin the form 
of a parallelogram and Chester fol- 
lowed the same lines In the original 
Streets of the city. The four principal 
thoroughfares now cross at right 
ahfles the rocky Roman oblong. 

fter the Itomans there came, in 
turn, the Welsh, Saxons, Danes and 
Normans. Chester was not taken by 
William tho Conqueror until 1070. 

In viewing the city the walls claim 
one’s first attention. 
residents'seem to live In a phantom 
city of the past, and almost to bea 
part of that medieval period in 
which they are so well versed, They 
tell you, apologetically, that only on 
three of their four sides do {he walls 
follow the exact Hnes of those built 
by the Romans, and that they are not 
of earlier date than the fourteenth 
century. 

But a stroll of two miles, upon 
these great arms of masonry, which 
havo encircled the city for seven hun- 
dred years, should satisfy the most 
etacting antiquarian. 

As one traverses this now peaceful 
promenade, frequent reminders of a 
turbulent past are encountered, The 
most impressive of these — perha 
because the most tangible — is the 
Phoenix, or King Charles tower, 
bearing an inscription recording that 
from this tower King Charles L, in 
1645, viewed the Battle of Rowton 
Moor, and a local chronicler relates 
how the king “witnessed with grow- 
ing mortification and despair the de- 
feat of his army and the overthrow 
of his last field force.” 

Desides the King Charles tower, 
others bordering the parapet of the 
old walls are the Donwaldesthorne, 
and the water tower; then there are 
those known as Morgan's Mount and 
Pemberton’s Parlor. 

Chester Castle is rather disap- 
pointing, but mu¢h as one wants a 
castle to be up to the mark, every- 
thing else In Chester is so satisfying 


that this one “fly in the ointment” | 


should be overlooked. 

The only remaining relic of the 
Norman period, during which time 
the castle was built, Is the Julius 
Caesar tower, a square keep, which, 
having been incased In red sandatone, 
has now no adequate appearance of 
age. 

Chester Cathedral, like many oth- 
era in England, is Interesting, both 
in itself and for its history. Since the 
time of the Roman deva the ground 
upon which it stand# has been occu- 
pled by a Christian church, 

In 1541, after the dissolution of 
the monasteries by Henry VIIL, the 
abbey church becamo the Cathedral 
of Chester, and remains of Norman 
construction, dating back to 1093, are 
incorporated in the cathedral, but 
most of {it dates from the twelfth 
to the sixteenth century, 

In monastic times the abbey was 
rich and of much importance. The 
“Chester mysteries," or miracle 
plays, were performed each year be- 
fore its gates; when a fair was held 
on the feast of St. Werbergh, the 
patron saint of Chester. A curious 
custom prevailing among builders in 
the Middle Ages was that of carving 
grotesque figures — not only on the 
exteriors of churches, like gargoyles, 
but often on their interiors. Perched 
coyly In a corner, high up on the 
wall of the north aisle in Chester 
Cathedral, is such a joke, known as 
“Tho Chester Imp. 

At Melrose Abbey—that incompar- 
able ruin, sacred to the memory, first, 
of Robert Bruce and later of Sir Wal- 
ter Scott and his “Lay'‘of the Last 
Minstrel"”—one's emotions recelye a 
rude jolt on discovering carved upon 
one of the stone columns, just be- 
low its beautiful capital, a hand syp- 
porting the swollen cheek of a boy 
suffering with the toothache, 

A reminder of more recent days is 
found in two flags draped on the wall 
of the south aisle of the cathedral 
which were carried by the British at 
the battle of Bunker Hill; not far 
from these are displayed the colors 
of the Chester Guards, borne at 
Quebec. 

A wonderful work of restoration 
to be seen in Chester is that in the 
Church of St. John. This was a 
cathedral church and dates from the 
late eleventh century. It was occu- 
pled by a Nornfan bishop in 1073, 
but in a few years he removed the 
seat of his bishopric to Coventry, The 
church as restored to-day—a gem of 
Normin architecturo—includes only 
sections of the nave and transepts 
that belonged to the original struc- 
ture, Standing apart from it are the 
picturesque ruins of the ‘ancient 
choir.

When the city gave a site to the Greater Albert College it was with 
the assurance that the campus or-playgrounds of the new college would 
be at all times available for athletic contests for Belleville organizations. 

Thirty thousand dollars expended to provide a free site far Greater 
‘Alber would have gone far toward making 2 start on the most modern 
of public recreation grounds, but there is no reason why the city could 
not have both combined. ' 

The agricultural grounds where baseball contests take place now are 
Gncluded in the Greater Albert site and controlled by the Albert College 
management, who take twenty per cent. of the proceeds of the baseball 
games as rental for the use of the grounds. 

There shou'd be a definite understanding at once with Albert College 
officials as to what concessions they gre willing to give the city in the 
matter of use of their recreation grounds, Fut as a matter of fact the 
city should have its own recreation grounds open at all times to the pub- 
lic and with, facilities for all kinds of games.

park which would be a credit to Belleville or 2 place twice the size of 
this city. The Town Council of New Liskeard icsued debentures to 
finance the enterprise and have made a lovely park where games of all 
kinds.can be played, where picnics may be held, with baseball diamond, 
lawn tennis courts, bathing facilities, dancing pavilons, drinking water 
and all conveniences, and every citizen of New Liskeard is proud of the 
enterprise displayed. The grounds are situated upon an ideal spot high 
and dry upon a plateau which slopes down to Lake Temiskamning, and 
connected with New Liskeard, Haiteybury and Cobalt with the most 
modern of trolley cars and equipment. 

\ The enterprise shown by thisnorthern community is an evidence 
that community contentment is regarded as.one of the gr lest assets 
possible to obtain and thus far the appreciation and patee 
has removed any fear of financial difficulties, present or future,

S you glide off across the Jake 
to Niagara, or even as you 
sail over to the Island, try 
and visualize the Toronto 

‘that Ined these shores on a Ist of 
July, 1795.. Imagine the giant pincs 
which stood on the site of the proe- 
ent skyscrapers, picture the primeval 
forest starting south of College 
street. ‘Canada has fared far.on the 
toad of nationhood since the Fathers 
of Confederation shaped her destiny 
in 1867, and Toronto beginning as & 
tiny hamlet in the forest Is (he Dom-~ 
inton‘s second city. It scareely seems 
credible that the infant Toronto of 
1795 had a possible rival In Fort 
Erie, and that even as to-day, the 
bullding trade 125 years ago was af- 
fiicted with a abortage of labor and 
material. Nevertheless, such seemed 
to be tho case. 

In the Toronto Reference Library 
there is a quaint and apparently un- 
known little volume privately pub- 
lished at Philadelphia in 1795, which 
had something to say about “To- 


viewpolht. This early traveler had 
come up from New York by sailing 
ship, stage coach and canoe. 

Newark on whose site stands Nig- 
gara-on-the-Lake, was, if you plcase, 
the chief place in the province then. 
But both Toronto and Fort Erie were 
promising hamlets. It was a race 
between the two, according to the 
be-wigged ad rufied English writer, 
Saya he in part, “Besides Newark 
there aro several important situations 
in this part of the province, which 
bid fair to become places of conse- 
quence—Fort Erie, the head of Lake 
Erie and York, called by the natives 
Torento.”” 

Even then the prophetic eye of the 
traveler seemed to visualize tho fu- 
ture for the harbor and the city bor- 
dering it. “York, formerly Torento,” 

continues he, “* ts situated on the best 
harbor round the lake —along the 
shores of which great quantities of 
fish: are caught.

Great Men Who Poaxtased 
: Minds, 
Capablanca’s remarkable feat at 


ordinary mental grasp. Those who 


have seén his play say that he shows 
great swiftnesa of decision and his 
brain seems so constituted that this 
elaborate and complex game seems 
quite nimple to’ him. 

Taine, the French historian, tells 
of two American friends of his who 
used to play chess on an Imaginary 
board while walking down the strect. 

“Great men in other walks, of life 
have also owed much to thelr excep- 
tional powers of memory. Lord Ma- 
caulay could recite all the 7,758 lincs 
of “Paradise Lost.” /Ben Jonson said 
ho could repeat all Ahat he had ever 
written, and whole books that he had 
read. Sasaubon ‘srrote of Scaligor, 
tho celebrated mch scholar, that 
he never read anything that he did 
not remember. In three months he 
committed to memory all the Greek 
poets. 

Other memory feats of, a more 
mechanical kind are ‘recorded. Hip- 
plas, a Greek rhetoriclan, was able 
to repeat, In order, a serica of 500 
words after once hearing them. 
was beaten by Sencca, who could re- 
tain 3,000 names In order, and re- 
peat the list backwards at will. The- 
mistocles, the Greek general, was 
able to call by their names the 
20,000 citizens of Athena; Cyrus. the 
Persian Emperor, took pains to learn 
the name of erery soliier In his 
army. Hortenslus, a celebrated Ro- 
man orator, after sitting all day at 
a public sale In Romo,. correctly 
enunciated from memory al} the arti- 
cles sold, thelr prices, and the names 
of the purchasers. 

These men had deen trained to 
exercise thelr memory from their ear- 
Neat youth, to At them for public do- 
date in the national assemblica: All 
these performances, hdwever, re- 
markable as they ore, fall short of 
the achievements ofthe once world- 
renowned Corsican, . Guilio. Guidi. 
This young man was a student of law 
at Padua, where he visited Muretus, 
9 distinguished philologer of the day. 
Muretus, who had heard atorics of 
his wonderful memory, took the op- 
portunity of putting ft to the test. In 
Presence of a large company he dic- 
tated words, Gassical, barbarous, con- 
nected and diaconnected, until he 

wearied himself, the writer who took 
them down, and the ligteners — all 
except the Corsican. 

Alort and fresh when Muretus ceas- 
ed dictating, he repeated every word 
in exact order. Beginning with the 
last, he went over the whole list 
again; then he gare the frst, third, 
fifth, In any order that-was asked. 

Some painters, too, have had won- 
derful memories.

Upon the policy ia 
dealing with the immigrants depends, 
to a very noteworthy extent, the 
future prosperity and well-being of 
the Dominion. Perhaps at no other

There atill i¢ in Canada an area of 
land fit for tilage estimated at 260,- 
672,810 acres. A recent estimate 
placed the acreage of land in the 
Dominion under cultivation at only. 
61,427,190. In the threo prairie pro- 
yinces—Nanitoba, Alberta, and Sas- 
katchewan—#ettlers are, needed for 
128,000,000 acres of surveyed farm 
lands, and these Jands are equally 
well suited for the carrying on of 
mixed farming or for grain growing, 
the balance of 122,672,810 acres is 
located in the other provinces, 

‘It has been noted that since the 
war there has bocn an increased de- 
sire among the people of.a large part 
of the world to earn a living from 
the soll. How sincere this desiro will 
prove to a large extent it is yot too 
early to predict or ascertain. Canada 
is primarily an agricultural country 
and agriculture is its basic industry. 
While there is immense wealth in 
the mineral and other natural re- 
sources of the Dominion, which to 
develop will require the union of 
capital adn labor, yet the assured 
Deneft to Canada and on graduated 
measure to the world beyond, must 
come chiefly through agricultural 
development.

The vigilance of the officials of the 
Department of Immigration and Col- 
onization is reflected In the figures 
tor rejections and deportations at 
ocean ports and points along the 
international boundary, At the latter 
20,211 persons were rejected as un- 
able to comply with the immigration 
regulations. . 

The increase in rejections at bor- 
der points was 132 per cent. over 
1918. At ocean ports the rejections 
last’ year were 497 compzred with 
only 63 in the previous year. These 
rejections: were made chiefly on the 
grounds that the prospective imm}- 
grants were likely to become a charge 
on ‘the Canadian public or were 
elther mentally or physically defec- 
tive, and that they had not the ne- 
ceasary funds on landing that the law 
demands. 

Deportations at points on the 
boundary, between Canada and the 
United States, fell off last year, the 
figures being 288 in 1919 and 371 
in 1918. Criminality was the prin- 
cipal ground for these deportations. 
At ocean ports there were 203 de- 
ported In 1919 as against 130 in 
1918, an increase of 56 per cent.

It will be seen from the foregoing 
statement on rejections and-deport- 
ations that the Department of Imm!-° 
gration and Colonization is exercis- 
ing every vigilance,in order that the 
settlers admitted into Canada may be 
of the most acceptable type. 

At the present time the prospects 
point to a dig influx of immigrants 
this year to Canada, but the Depart- 
ment of Immigration and Coloniza- 
tlon is emphasizing that at present 
only settlers who will bring the land 
under cultivation, or who will serve 
aa household workers are particular- 
ly in demand For them there are 
opportunitics in the Dominion, which 
it is proper to atate, no other coun- 
try in the world can offer.

Painters Seriously Injured | 


By Collapse Of Scaffold 


CLAVELL C. ATKINS AND CHARLES COCHRANE RECEIVE 
SERIOUS INJURIES WHEN PLATFORM FALLS, WILE 
PAINTING CEILING OF ST. ANDREW'S PR 
BYTERIAN CHURCH—TAKEN TO

By the collapse of a scaffold in the interior of St. Andrew's Presby- 
terian Church, in this city, at a few minutes before the noo hour today, 
Messrs. Clavell C. Atkins and Charles Cochrane, two well kucwn paint- 
ers and decorators, were more or kcss severely injured. For some days 
they have been busily engaged ia the Work of re-decorating the church 
and were about completing the cciligg when the unfortunate accident 
occurred. / ‘ 

The fall-of the scaffdtd-wis not witnessed bf any persona, but the 
noise attracted the attention of some other workmen who were about the 
edifice. SeoIt? : ove 
Atkins and Cochrane were oa the top of the scaffold and were about 
25 feet from the floor. Through some defect the structure collapsed and 
the two men were precipitated to the Moor. _ 

Atkins fell amongst the seats ia the choir loft, while Cochraze nar- 
rowly escaped falling upon the pulpit, as he lay between the railing of 
the choir lof( and the pulpit. 

Those who arrived first upon the sceve were soon cognizant of the 
fact that both mcn were severely injtred, and Atkins the more serious? 
The ambulance was called to the scche of the accident and as quickly as 
possible the injured men were. removed to the hospital, where physicians 
were in readiness to give every attention, 

It was ascertained that Mr, Atkins’ right leg was fractured near the 
hip and he also complained of pains in the stomach, indicating that he 
had sustaincd internal injuries.

Mr, Cochrane was not so severly injured, as there were no broken 


The latest reports were to the effect that the injuries to either of the 
men were not necessarily fatal. 


The scaffold in its fall was broken to pieces, so that it is difficult to 
ascertain why it collapsed. 


The two men had been working upon that portion of the scaffold 
for some hours previous to its fall.

A more objectionable class than 
elther the former kings or the 
broken down Russians in Switzer- 
land to-day is that of deserters from 
several European countries. In May, 
1919, a census revealed the fact that 
there were nearly 26,000 of these in 
Switzerland. At present they number 
about 18,500. The disgrace of sup- 
plying the most of them belongs to 
Italy, no fewer than 10,000 of these 
“refractaries’ being Itallans. Ger- 
many, which had 7,000 a year ago, 
has now 3,000. France supplies, 
2.400; Austria, 1,100; Russia, 1,000; 
Turkey, 182; Serbla, 137; Roumania, 
130; Belgium, 86; the United States, 
19; Great’ Britain, 16; Greece, 13; 
Bulgaria, 85, and Sweden, 2. One 
wonders what the Swedes had to fly 
for, since they were not openly in 
the war on the side of Germany. 
Many of these deserters, no doubt, 
will spend the rest of their days in 
Switzerland or in some other neutral 
country, alnce a general amnesty for 
deserters ts not likely to be declared 
‘ty the combatants in the war.

U. S. Public WIIl Have to Pay at Leatt 
$75,000,000 More a Year

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The Unit: 
ed States public will pay at least $75,- 
000,000 a year more for its coal as a re- 
sult of the “Increased freight rates 
granted to the railroads by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

George H. Cushing, director of the 
*american Wholesale Coal Association, 
aid the rate Increases will add $30, 
000,000 to the nation’s soft coal bill 
and $45,000,000 for hard coal. 

The increaves will vary according to 
the distance the coal {s hauled, as the 
freight charges constitute the chicf 
factor in the dost of coal. The inceras- 
ed rates on soft coal, Mr. Cushing said 
swill range from 40 cents to $1.25 a ton, 
while.on hard coal, which ts hauled at 
higher rates, the increases will aver. 
age about $1. aton. The increases can 
not be pyramided in sales to dealers he 
declared, Because the freight rate is 
Dilled separately from the cost of the 
coal itself. He also was confident the 
majority of retailers will not add any- 

thing to their price further than the 
rate increase itself. 

A close watch will be maintained by 
the Department of- Justice agents, it 
was stated at the office of “Attorney: 
General Palmer, to see that dealers 
who bave coal on hand when the In 
creased rates become effective do not 
apply the higher charges to coal re- 
ceived under the preesnt rates.

WISTORY IN NAMES. 





traces of Vanished Peoples Survive 
In Names of Places. 


In the earliest days of the human], 


family, all known persons, 

and groups of human beings must 
have had names by which they 
were recognized. 

The study of these names and 
their survival in civilization enables 
us often to ascertain what races in- 
hablted districta now. peopled by 
those of entirely different speech: 

The names of mountains and rivers 
in many parts of England, for. in- 
stance, are Celtic. S75 
Ancient local names are, as a rule, 
purely descriptive. A river is called 
by some word which merely signifies 
“the water,” a mountain may have 
® name which means “tho peak,” 
“the castle,” “the point.” 

English place names, gencrally, 
state some simple fact, and often de- 
note no more than property; the 
name of a town or hamlet being 
formed by adding “ton” or “ham” to 
the name of some early landholdcr. 

Quite often a bit of even half hu- 
morons description will survive in 
such a name, af when a atony, starved 
and weedy district is called Starvacre. 

‘The English race carries with it 
the ancient names of an older people 
into every continent, and titles given 
to places in the British Isles may be 
found in America, Australia, Africa 
and the islands of the furthest seas. 
Touching personal names, we find 


that among most unelvilized races a 
name, commonly derived from some | ter for the 


incident or natural object, is given 


at the time of birth by the parents 


to cach child. 

In some canes names of the earliest 
races denotes some phenomenon of 
nature. No names are more common 
among North American Indians than 
thoae derived from sun, moon, stars, 
clouda and wind, 

Our~English anétstors had for 
personal names compound words, as, 
“Noble Wolf,” “Wolf of War” and 50 
forth, the names teatifying to a 
somewhat primitive and Serco stage 
of society. 

Later came tulgar nicknames, as 
“Long.”* “Diack,” “White,” “Brown,” 
ete, other namts were derived from 
the occupation of the person to whom 
they were given as “Smith,” “Fowl- 
er,” “Saddler,” ete, 

Yet other names are derived from 
places, the noble and landowner was 
called “of” such and such a place, 
equivalent to the German “von” and 
the French “de,” The humbler man 
wan eniled not “of,” but “at” such 
a place, as in the name “Attewell” 
{at well), or merely by the local 
name without the “at,” as “Wells.”

The nuaq of dried fruits of trees, 
mich as the gourd and thé cocoanut, 
fot holding water and liquid sub- 
stances, is familiar, but {t is not so 
generally known that cups, saucers 
and jars to take the place of ordi- 
nary earthenware are made in the 
Orient of a glutinous and plastic ma- 
terial entirely of vegetable /origin, 
which Is easily moulded and dri 

There is more than one instante 
in history of vegetable matter being 
confused with earth and clay. The 
pulpy parts of various astringent 
fruits have the peculiar plastic pro- 
perty of clay, and by hardening in 
pots, they are impervious to water, 
and have the additional advantage 
that they can fall to the ground with- 
out being broken. 

There is a peculiar ware that fs 
made by the Banjaras in the Central 
Provinces of India from the fruit of 
the aoula. The frult is collected and 
dried. It is then boiled in water 
until quite soft and pounded, the 
stemes removed and the pulp beaten 
up and worked with the bands intd 
a thick, brown, sticky mass, When 
this is quite ready the manufacturer 
takes an carthen veasel—any shape 
that pleases him—and covers it all 
over with a thick layer ‘or coat of 
the pulp., This Is then put aside to set 
a bit, and when bard rude devices aro 
stamped round the neck and shoul- 
ders of the urticle, which is then set 
aside to dry. When entirely hard, 
the gharra Inside is broken and the 
pleces removed. These vegetable pots 
are sold according to size from four 
to elght annas cach, and are much 
sought after By the people. * 

“The aoula treo is abundant 
throughout the forests of tropical In- 
dia and Burma, and tho fruits are 
frequently employed In medicine and 
for tannlng.

He 
invited me to his office, where be 
showed me a large collection of ex- 
pensively got up goods—tollet ar- 
ticles, and so forth, wnich, while in- 
trinsicalty. of small value, had been 
turned Into articles de luxe by clever 
traders. ee 

“Here was a stick of shaving soap, 
for example, .welghing about two 
ounces and worth ps five cents, 
It was sheathed fn heavy tinfoll, thea 
wrapped in greaseproof paper and 
folded round witb artistic ‘advertis- 
ing matter,’ explaining that when 
you bought somebody's ‘savon pour 
la barbe’ you knew you were sure of 
getting real soap and nothing but 
soap. 

The shaving stick thus apparelled 
was placed in an aluminum tube, It- 
self Tine with thick paper, and to pro- 
tect, not the soap but the tube, there 
was an outside covering of tissue. 
Finally the whole was packed In 8 
neat carton, and to protect that there 
was another covering of paper. Seven 
‘wrappings and a metaTtase for one 
poor little scrap of soap! The retail 
price was nearly a dollar, ‘ 

“There was also @ prettily decor. 
ated box containing three tablets of 
ordinary tollet soap, each tablet in 
three wrappings, the outermost one 
a beautiful example of art printing 
and the box itself Jined with lace 
paper. Price, over $2. There were 
specimens of the dainty paper sacks 
in which Parisian candy stores place 
their wares. Before the war, when 
candies cost $2 a pound, the bags 
were given away. Now that the bon- 
dons cost threo or four times as much 
the customer!is charged 10 to 40 
cents for the bag. 

“My {riend also had a collection 
of the picturesque cartons in which 
the Paris dry goods stores pack near- 
ly everything. At the present price 
of print and pasteboard some of them 
cost several francs. The customer 
does not pay for them separately, but 
—he pays. There wero also quaint 
and artistic scent Gasks, some design- 
ed by famous artists, like Lalique. 
Every timp a woman buys a bottle 
of these perfumes the maker compels 
her to buy smother ask, which a 
counts for at least half of the 
charged. He will not scl! fashionabd' 
perfumes in bulk or In a plain bottle. 

“If you want these particular 
brands, my friend sald, “you have to 
pay for these packings. It is pure 
waste. In nearly every case paper 
receptacles could be used, at least 
for the home trade. But there is mad 
competition among packers as to who 
shall produce the most wasteful form 
of covering. All thesd things are 
swelling the cost of living, and they 
add nothing to the comfort of life. 
Tin, aluminum and lead are to-day 
precious metals, every scrap of which 
is needed for national use, but we 
waste tons of them to envelope soap 
and soup. That is why we are start- 
ing a crusade, not to eliminate Jux- 
ury, for France is the home of luxury 
trades, but to suppress/auperdulty 
when it takes the.form of tricking 
out simple things In fancy dress.” 


Peopling the World. 

The present population of the 
world does not exceed 1,600,000,000. 
With an even distribution of people, 
relatively to area and soll productive- 
ness, the planet on which wo dwell 
might support 6,000,000,000. 

But the distribution is exceedingly 
uneven. In India and China there are 
so many human beings that the fall- 
ing of crops even slightly below from 
the normal for a single season means 
famine, bringing death to multitudes. 
A prime cause of the age-long tur- 
moll in Europe is overcrowding, 
nics makes frequent wars Iincvit- 
ablo. , 

There is plenty of room in Africa 
and South America, when the con- 
quest of the tropics (mainly a mat- 
ter of disease elimination) shall have 
been accomplished. The latter con- 
tinent—to-day relatively vacant ter- 
ritory for the most part—cspecially 
invites: population, . because, save in 
the far south, it is so bounteously 
watered.

With the exceotion of the arca around Brest-Litovsk, 
east of the Polish capital, no new advances by the Sovict troops have 
been reported, and even there they.have becn limited by the desperate 
fighting of the Polcs. 

Polish forces have been forced to retire from Terespol, about four 
miles west of Brest-Litovsk and have lost Muramicc, five miles to the 
south. It is probable, however, that any further advance of the Soviet 

‘forces in this region will be slow. 

Along the Bug River, northwest of Brest-Litovsk, the Poles have 
launched vigorous counter attacks ahd have succeeded in driving back 
across the river dcfachments which had succeeded in reaching the Icit 
bank of the stream.

Men With Moncy Often Prove Very 
Eccentric. iy 

That possession of-.much of this 
world’s goods Is frequently attended 
by the weirdest eccentricities ts 
amusingly illustrated by: the fallow- 
Ing curious Instanges: 

In Vienna there lived & wealthy 
man, a Pole of noble origin, occupy- 
ing sumptuous apartnients tn the 
heart of the capital's fashipnable 
quarter, who, when he wished to 
summon his servants, did so by means 
of bugte-calls. A favorite pastime at 
this eccentric was to drive a stage- 
coach, attired like any ordinary drive 
er of such a vehicle, wherever he 
might find aristocratic cars to be most 
numerous. 

The Viennese anserted that while 
he xpent a fortune each year upon 
his raintent, yet he wasinever clad in 
any save the discarded garments of 
his valet, On one occasion the Pole 
astounded the guests at a ball by ap- 
pearing in a costume of pure white, 
with the notable exceptions of shirt 
and tle, which were entirely black. 
To complete the odditics, it may be 
added that when dining, which he 
invariably did alone at a table d’hote, 
he maintained his reputation for

It was not Jong ago that there died 
in an eastern town a wealthy eecen- 
tele who, though he had never fox 
Feate been outelde the grounds &U~ 
rounding hid fcsidence, was accus- 
tomed to boast eact day that he had 
walked to certain towns, generally 
at a great distance from his house. 
What he actually did was this. Wher 
ever he decided that it would be af 
excetient Idea to visit a distant town, 
he aacertalned Its exact distance from 
hia home, and covered !t on foot on 
a carefully-measured walking-track 
maintained on his premises for this 
purpose, Should he desire to call on 
his friends near by, he would do so 
by proxy, at the same time conduct- 
ing a Contersation with them by 
means of the servatits, whom he sent 
in relays with certain questions, with 
strict injunctions to briug the an- 
awers as speedily as possible.

| THE ISLANDS OF THE BAY OF QUINTE 


(Extenets from Cannifi's “Settlement of Upper Canada,"*: Published In 1869) 
. (Continued from yesterday's issue). 

We next come to the island upon which are extensive sawing mills, com- 
monly called Baker's Island. It was formerly called Meyer's Island, alter © 
Captain Meyers, who lived adjaceht thereto. He, for several yeats, paid 
rent to the Indians for it. Telezraph Island is about four miles above Belle- 
ville, and Nigger Island, nine miles. - 

The last island we have to notice is Indian Island, situated at the ex- 
tremity of the Bay of Quinte, west of the mouth of the Trent River. Upon a 
map to be seen in the Crown Lands Department, this is designated Missis- 
sansa Island. It has also been called Fighting Island. There is = tredition 
respecting this: island, to which. the existence of human bones found, there, 
seems to give some degree of plausibility. It is even now related that at an 
early date, a company of Mohawks who had croseed from the south side ot 
the lake, were encamped upon this island. A band of Misaisssuges, learning 
the fact, approached the island cautiously at night, took away their boats a0 
they could not escape, and then Suddenly, with superior numbers, fell upon 
the Mohawks and killed and scalped them all. But the bones found there 
may have been placed there for burial,

Ontario, at the narrow part of the isthmus, is about « mile and three-quar- 
ters. By this narrow neck of land the peninsula of Prince Edward {s saved 
from being an island.

harbor on the lake west Mf the isthmus has received the name of Presqu'ile. 
We have elsewhere spoken of the fact that a Carrying Place had existed 
here from time immemorial.

LONDON, Aug. 11.—“We aro still 
hopeful of peace,” Premier Lloyd 
George declared in tho House of Com- 
mons yesterday afternoon as he start- 
ed his speech Jaying the Musslan-Pol- 
ish situation before Parliament. 

The atmosphere was tense as the 
Premier started speaking, the mem- 
bers Hstening intently to evéry word, 

M. Krassin and Kamenoff, of tho 
Nusslan Soviet delegation here, were 
in the strangers’ gallery, 

There is no Intention of sending 
troops to Poland, the Premier declared. 

Poland's resources are ample, he 
raid, if they aro organized by exper- 
fenced leaders, 

Substantial allied stores are avail- 
able near Poland, he announced, which 
canbe shipped there fn event that the 
Poles and Russians fall to agree on o 
peace at the Minsk Conference. 

The Prime Minister sald he regret: 
ted that the Labor Party had the Idea 
that the allies’ were conspiring to de- 
stroy the Democratic Government. llr 
appealed te organized Labor not to 
misjudge the matter.

The excreta, both solid and 
Mguid, from such individuals is Mable 
te contain millions of the typhold 
bacilli, consequently anything that 
gets contaminated therewith, particu- 
larly food materials or water, is li- 
able to spread the disease. 

In connection with the water sup- 
ply of towns and cities steps are us- 
wally taken by the authorities to see 
that: seepage contamination does not 
oceur or to ace that the water Js purt- 
Ged should contamination take place, 
as it occasionally does, exen when 
great care is taken to prevent it. Fre- 
quent bacteriological analyses are 
made of such water supplies and 
these readily show the orrsence of 
sewage bacteria, should _contamina- 

oceur.. The water may look 

t and clear and still,have many 
sewage: bacteria, including the ty- 
pbold bacillt,- present in it. If these 
are found the water ia purified, us 
ually by chlorination. . 

tn connection with the private 
water supply. on tne farm and io 
small rural communities where de- 
pendence is largely placed on wells 
and springs as sources of water used 
for household purposes, it is essen- 
tlal that cdequate measures be taken 
to prevent contamination of these 
sources of supply. 

Again and again outbreaks of ty- 
phold fever have occurred on farms 
where the well or spring ffom which 
the houschold water is obtained has 
become contaminated. In such cascs 
the trouble docs not usually remain 
confined to the farm, as the contam- 
Inated water, whea used for washing 
dairy utensils, milk pails and cans, 
and for cooling the milk is llable' to 
contaminate the milk. Then when 
the typhold bacilli get Into-the milk 
from the contaminated pails, cans, 
miikers’ bands, cte., they multiply 
ragtdly and the consumers of such 
milk are Mable to develop typhoid. 
Many ottbreaks of typhoid fever in 
towns and cities have been traced to 
the’ contaminated, well water on the 
farm from which milk has-been sent 
for use in such ;towns and cities.

Septic Tank for Sewage Disposal. 

This system consists ordinarily of 
a .two-chamber concrete, waterproof 
tank equipped with an Inlet, over- 
flow and sent pipe, and an automatic 
siphon for emptying the tank of tte 
liguid sewage from time to time, and 
a system of tile, called.the “absorp- 
tion bed," consisting of several paral- 
lel rows of 3 or 4 Inch land tile lald 
with open joints, almost level, and 
shallow, and branching. of from a 
main line of-sewer pipe which con 
nects it to the tank. For the ordinary 
sized home each tank should be about 
2 feet square and 3 feet deep, and 
150 feet, te7200 feet of land tile 
arould-be required for the absorption 
bed. The vitrified sewer. tilo is best 
for the main and the number of them 
will depend upon the distance of the 
absorption bed from the tank. 

The sewage enters one chamber by 
a 4-Inch Inlet pipe, where it is de 
composed to a large extent by & cer- 
tain kind off bacteria, thence in a 
semi-liquid condition it passes over 
into the other chamber, through a 
4-Inch overflow pipe. Here it remains 
until a depth'of about 18 inches is 
reached, when the siphon automat!- 
cally comes into operation and dis- 
charges It in a couple of minutes in- 
to the main sewer pipe, from which it 
panses into the rows of tile. Through 
the open joints in these it escapes in- 
to the to) layer of soll where an- 
other kind of bacteria Completes the 
work of destruetion ‘began by the 
ones in the tank. ‘The bacteria in the 
tank thrive and work best in the dark 
and away, from tho alr, while those, 
in. the soll requiré plenty of alr, 
hence the tanks must‘be Kept tightly 
closed except for a qmall vent for 
escape of, decomposition gases, and 
the land tile laid near the surface. 
The igtermittent fushing of the tank 
by the's!phon favors the Bacterial ac- 
tlon in she sil by increasing soll ven- 

tiom,«the alr being forced out of 
the soll on discharge of siphon and 
afterwards coming back into it pure 
and fresh. 
* Lf this system be properly Installed 
it will dispose of sewage in’a very 
satisfactory manner and without en- 
dangering the water supply. —Com- 
plete plans in blueprint form for in- 
stalling it may be secured for tho 
writing from the Department of Phy- 
ics, Ontario’ Agricultural College, 
Guelph, Ont.—R. &.

“DUBLIN, Ang. 15—Dublin was 
aroused ‘at 9 o'clock Ht night. by 
heavy fring in the vicinity of Dablin 
Castle, the result of a crowd attempt- 
ing to rualt the Castle rates. 

Soklieta. fired over the people's 
heads and there were a few revolver 
ahots from the crowd.

A ehort tima after the firing at the 
Castle an armored car with a lorry of 
troops toured the principal streets, The 
crowds pulled some of the soldiers 
from the lorry. Other lorries were 
then sent out to pick up strageling 
soldiers. 7 

The troops fired a volley over a 
crowd at the O'Connell Fridge. Many 
people took refuge in buildings.

anople, a city of elghty odd thousand 
souls. ‘Adrianople is still a holy city 
inf faith and in appearance. Romance 


still‘abides there. 

“The Orient is the only place left 
to Europe where cities seen at close 
range aré beautiful,” remarked Jules 
Sebdotin, a French aviator, while visit- 
ing the most beautiful of all mosques, 
Sinan’s erpiece in Adrianopie, 
the mosque of a thousand windows 
Dut one, erected at the order of Sul- 
an Selim IL, in the sixteenth cen- 

ary. 


The: first. impression of the city 
had been one of {nfinite beauty. Ar- 
riving from across the lofty Balkans 
in an airplane, ‘the city had beet 
seen with a rusb, a placo of bpires 
and slate domes and red roofs, 
planted at the ‘tntersection of threo 
rivers. It had been a welcomed 
sight. It bad come at the end of a 
four houra’ ride, and it was journcy’s 
end toa tired aviator. 

Seen from aloft, the city, sur 
rounded by poplars at its outer rim, 
its house gardens within the city 
showing green vines and flowers, its 
outlying fields bare, aroused memor- 
fes of Mardin on the’ mountains. 
Diarbekr by the Tigris and hosts of 
other Turkish cities, always sleeping 
in beauty, whether visited by sun- 
shine or moonlight. 

The longer the stay jn Adrianople, 
the more the charm of this beauty 
grows, a charm that is as great afoot 
an aloft. . 

Adrianople is a city that has the 
tone of country friendship about it, 
not unlike a county seat of the'south. 
The centre of the agricultural cx- 
change business of Eastern and 
Western Thrace, it is frequented by 
peasants and traders of Turkish, 
Greek, Bulgarian, Jewish and Ar- 
menian nationalities. There is re 
cord of but one American ever bav- 
ing dono business in the city, and he

The oat crop is expected to 
go to 496,906,000 bushels, as compared 
with 234,357,000 buehels in 1919. Bar- 
ley also, shows a substantial increase, 
the figures being 63,438,500 bushels as 
against 56,399,400 bushels last year.

A War Romance. 

A fortune of $300,000 awaits 
Leveritt ‘Mackenzie, a young Capa- 
dian ware veteran, who Js employed 
somewhere in Boston or ‘vicinity. 
When lart heard of young Mackenzie 
was'on his way from St. John, N.B., 
to Boston: That was in May, 1916. 
Since then, it develops, friends have 
learned that he has fallen heir to the 
estate of Capt. D. B. Wilbur, of Hast- 
ings, Eng. under peculiar ¢lrcum- 
stances. 

Mackenzie went to England in the 
early days of the war as a corporal

Adventurers Are Now Proepect’ng the 
‘ Coasts of Baffin Bay and © 
Davis St Strait. 


One of the really tly pathetic stories of 
modern history is the mutiny of Henry 
Hudson's crew when he was exploring 
the arctic waters of North America, 
and his abandonment, with his son,’tn 
that vast, Inland, sea that bears his 
name, a Writer"it the Brooklyn Eagle 
remarks. Many lives have been sacri- 
ficed In the quest of the North’ and 
South poles. Sir John Franklin's and 
the Jeannette’s parties tn the north 
and the recent Scott expedition at the 
south only need be mentioned. 

Plans are afoot to open up the Baffin 
bay region. to commerce. For many 
years small steamers bave’been mak- 
ing summer visits to Hudson bay to 
trade with the natives, and the Cana- 
dian government fs bullding a railway 
to one of its ports. Rallroad and com- 
mercial development of Alaska by 
American enterprise has caused pros 
pecting of the mineral resources of 
the coasts of Baffin bay and Davis 
strait, with the result of finding, at the 
former place, gold in sufficient quantl- 
ties to Justify development, and coal 
uf excellent quailty along the Iatter. 
The latitude is about the same as that 
of the Yukon region and only a few 
degreés north of that of Nome, which 
has developed into zn large community. 
So Impelling is the lure of gold that 
the hardships of an arctic climate will 
not deter adrenturers from hazarding 
their lives against the wealth said to 
be buried under the eternal snow, and 
Ice of Baffin faland.

CANADA'S PULP AND 
bY PAPER INDUSTRY 

The Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation, which comprises within its 
membership most of the large pro- 
ducing companies engaged in this line 
in Canada, has just issued a handbook 
ef the industry which covers the sub- 
ject from every angle, and supplies a 
wealth of information on the develop: 
ment of paper making in Canada, and 
its kindred enterprises. Its history is 
traced from jhe first paper mill estab- 
lished at St. Andrews, Lower Canada, 
in 1803, down through the“decades of 
progress to the: present year, -which 
shows ninety-four establishments, in- 
cluding 87 pulp mills, 31 paper mille 
and 26 combined pulp and paper mills, 
all actively engaged within the Domin- 
ion, with an aggregate capital employ- 
éd of over two hundred and sixty-four 
million dollars. 

The interesting narrative of early 
paper-making in Canada records the 
second mill established in 1818; two 
later in 1825; which were situated on 
the Don river} Toronto, and the mills 
in Upper Canada by the Barber fam- 
ily.in 1853, which are standing in the 
same spot today at Georgetown, Ont. 

: Pioneers in Industry. 

The most important pioneers in the 
pulp and paper industry were Rior- 
done, firet ih the business as paper 
traders in Brantford in 1857 and six 
yeara later with a wrapping paper mill 
on the old Welland Canal. In 1867 
they built at Merritton what was at 
that.time regarded as one of the finest 
paper mills in America, with a daily 
capacity of 10 tons of news and wrap- 
ping paper.

Trade With Italy Grows, 

Canada’s exports to Italy in 1919 
were more than thirty times greater 
in value than in the year before the 
war, according to a statement on 
Canada’s trade with that country 
published in the bulletin of the 
Trade and Commerce. The value of 
Canada’s exports to Italy during the 
eleven months, January to November, 
1919, was $19,130,079. In 1917, with 
exports valued at $2,230,428, for the 
eleven month period, Canada stood 
twelfth In the Hast of exporters to 
Maly. In 1919, she was fourth, be- 
ing preceded only by the United 
Kingdom, United States and France. 
Canadian exports to Italy In 1919 in- 
cluded “wheat, wheat four, canned 
vegetables, salmon, canned meat, 
cheese, codfish, locomotives, braas 
rods, sheets and tubing, hardware, 
metals, asbestos, and mincral wax. 
The Canadian Trade Commissioner, 
In his current report, emphasizes the 
need of a Canadian bank opening a 
branch in that country.

“arthur Meighen, you're demented 
if Fou ‘contemplate ‘neglecting . a 
growing practice for the sake’ ot & 
forlorn hope.” This does not’ strike 
us as much of an anecdote, and is 
only repeated for the sake of empha- 
alzing the nature of the task’ that 
confronted the young Jawyer. He 
was to enter the lists against John 
Crawford, the Liberal nominee, and 
appeared to have only a very slight 
chance of success, Nevertheless, he 
was elected, and from that day to 
this his career has been a succession 
of dificult taska mastered, 

It is related™by Mro Mel, 
nelghbors that he is extrem 
éert-minded, the result of becoming 
so completely absorbed in a train of 
thought that he Js unconscious of 
externals, In the early days of his 
residence in Portage, Mr. Meighen 
shared bachelor quartera with Col 
C. D. McPherson, now member of the 
Manitoba Legislature for Lakeside, 
and Capt. F. B. Bagshaw, a Regina 
lawyer. Beforo dawn one morning 
he arose to catch the five o'clock 
train for Winnipeg. "here he was go- 
ing to be best man at a wédding. Late 
in the afternoon when he was half 
way home he happened to glance at 
his trousers and discovered that he 
had figured at the wedding in highly 
inappropriate garb. Not only did the 
trousers fail by many shades to match 
his coat, but they were not his own 
trousers at all, but the property of 
Mr. McPherson. Nor had ho chosen 
his roommate's best pair, but Instead 
had. donned trousers that Mr. Mo- 
Pherson commonly wore when work- 
ing round thé press in the. office of 
the Dally Graphic, with which he was 
then connected. However, the mar 
riage did not turn out any the less 
happily on that account. *

Meighen has to ring her husband up 
at his office to inquire why he hasn't 
come home for lunch, and that bis 
usual answer & “What! Haven't I 
been, home yet?”

When Mra. Meighen arrived home 
some hours later she found her has- 
band sound asleep, but there was no 
sign of the boy. It was discovered 
later that Mr. Meighen had forgotten 
all about him, and as the saying is, 
“it happens in the best regulated of 
families.” 

Mayor Metcalfe, another old friend 
of Mr, Meighen's, reports that when 
the young lawyer frst announced 
his intention of entering politics,

in Winnipeg,-in 1898, where for 
a while after his arrival he taught 
bookkeeping in the Winnipeg Bust- 
ness College. Hevwas a master of his 
subject, and it ts said that when it 
was his duty to instruct in mathe- 
matics his. knowledge of the science 
was profound. Ho graduated with 
honors in nrathematics at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto two years cariler. It 
might also be remarked that Sir 
Thomas White is a sound mathema- 
tician, which with his strong literary 
bent makes.rather an unusual com 
Dination., Occasionally Mr. Meighen 
would be called upon to double in 
brass to the extent of teaching call- 
graphy, a subject in which he did not 
greatly excel, but by the use of good 
headwork he was able to “get by.” 

It Is not clear just when the am- 
bition to enter public life acized 
Mr. Meighen for the first time, but 
when it(did he left nothing undone |© 
to qualify for it. Ho had his room 
filled with volumes of modern ora- 
tions, and devoted his spare time to 
declaiming from them and in study- 
ing tho careers of famous men, | His 
interest In sport was never particu- 
larly strong, but it is related that 
at one time ho was a member of an 
amateur baseball team, called the 
McKenzie Colts. He was a pitcher, 
but distinctly inferior to ter 
Johnson and one or two others who 
might be named. Once he was play- 
ing In right field, but became im- 
mersed In thought to such an extent 
that when the opposing Babe Ruth 
lammed ono over his head he forgot 
to follow tho ball, and continued to 
cogitate. Shortly afterwards ho was 
waivered out of the league, and per- 
haps it was just as well.

Tt May Caus) Death, So Say Scien- 

tifc Men. oP 
_. Common expressions such as “havc 
& heart,” a “hearticcs person,” 1. 
“comes from the heart,” are more 
scientific than tho, eclentifc world ir 
ready to acknowledge, Modern doc: 
fors tell us! the heart has nothing 
to do with the affections, cmotions 
and feelings, being merely. a blood- 
pumping organ formed of involuntary 
muscles and beyond the influence of 
the will, if not of the mental sphere, 
but Dr.:Aurelius R. de Janics, of Bos- 
ton, points out in the Medical Reeord 
(New York) that this is not entirely 
correct. , 


“A sudden and* painful mental 
shock of the heart or to'excite it to 
such deégree as even to injure ils 
valves or their coolest temperament 
will give immunity from this suscep- 
tibflity. It has long been noticed that 
long-continged anxicty will lead to a 
feeble and slow action of the heart 
and at the same time render the or- 
gan Irritable and Hable to become ex- 
cited under the slightest access of 
emotional fecling. 

“The heart,” he writes, “Is an or- 
gan which ts highly susceptible to 
émotional excitenient, and nelthe 
volition nor the cordae tendineae. 
Furthermore, we, often hear the 
Phrase-’died ‘of a broker heart,” and 
this is not purely figurative, because 
sudden ; death may undonhtedly be 
sometimes.due tg a ruptured: heart 
caused “by violent emotions. Terror 
or joy, when it suddenly s¢izes a per 
son already overpowered. by despair, 
may paralyze the heart.;History tells 
ua that the Roman matrons, after the 
battle of Cannae, on accing thelr 
sons, whom thcy supposed’ to have 
deen killed, dropped dead'on the spot. 

“Fear, which Js the-chranic form 
of fright, occasions a tremulous pal- 
pitation; rage also’may ‘produce pre- 
cordial oppression, and is known even 
to have brought on an attack of an- 
gina pectoris.. Excessive grief will 
cause functional disorders with do 
ranged action of the valves, the pa- 
tient becoming pale and‘anhaemic. It 
fs a general rule that: hope will ez- 
cite and*sustain the organ, despair 
and anxiety will depress it, and con- 
tentment and peace of mind will give 
ft healthy action. 

“I am convinced that but fow 
Physicians realize the great import. 
ance of tho relations of tho brain with 
tho heart, or even appreciate the con- 
nection between the soul and that 
centre of physical life. We might 
even assert that as there Is a cor 
poreal heart (the life-giving centre 
of the body, so there must be a spirit- 
ual heart (the centre of soul-life). 
Else, why is the word ‘heart’ con- 
tnually applied to the feclings, tho 
fmpulses and emotions? 

“It is further sald, a man ‘has a 
heart’ or ‘no heart,’ that such an 
emotion<‘comes from the heart or tho 
head,” thereby indicating: that one 


-kind of fecling may come from the 


soul and another from a more “cal- 
culating’ centre. And all the grand, 
noble and loving impulses of our na- 
ture are sald to come from the 
*heart,’ while the cold, unemotional 
and ‘practical’ acts are said to ¢ma- 
nate from the brain. 

“This sympathy between.the mind 
and the heart should not be over 
looked, for certain casea to form 
more correct diagnosis than could be 
otherwise made. A physician may be 
treating the heart with medicines 
when his efforts should be directed 
to a diseased mind.” 


Weight of Earth. 

The weight of the earth, In round 
figures, is 6,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000 tons. This conclusion «has 
been arrived at by an English univer- 
sity demonstrator as the result of ez- 
Dorimental observation. 

Two small balls of identical weight 
were suspénded by quarts threads 
from the ends of a rod. When they 
wore at rest two balls of about ten 
pounds cach were brought close to 
them. Their mutual attraction caused 
the freely suspended spheres to swing 
toward the fixed heavy balls. .Tho 
distance the spheres moved toward 
the lead balls boing known, as well 
as the weight of both, it was then 
possible to calculate the force exert- 
ed on the one by the other. It being 
also known what force the earth ox- 
erted upon the balls, a sum in pto- 
portion gave the weight of the earth 
as abore. 

The result was checked by another 
mothod of welgfing — by calculation 
based on :the known distance of the 
earth from the sun and the known 
speed of the earth's rotation.

No human being may steal an egg 
from thelr nests; no weapon danger- 
ous to their welfare may be brought 
within a mile of their Leland sanctu- 
aries. 

Naturally all other birds are equalty 
safe, and the refuges will be a help 
toward carrying out the purpose of 
the International treaty for bird pro- 


tection, ‘

Ste Wilfrid Laurer, but there are mil- 
Mons of people in this country who 
only need to be reminded that it was 
he who very nesrly achicred fame 
by writing the criginal- words to “O 
Canada. : 

“O ‘Canada,” unlike most great 
songs, Was composed backwards, The 
tune was made first. It was in 1883 
at a great convention of St. Jean 
Naptiste in Quebee City when a call 
arose from the delegates for some 
sort of nationstizing hymn that 
should express th+ aspirations of the 
French-Canadians as a nation In Can- 
ada. A committee was struck, with 
Judge Routhier as chairman, for the 
purpose of gettinz a French-Cana- 
dian composer to do thts on bebalf 
of the convention, The only French- 
Canadian composer capable of auch 
an inspiring task, was Calixte Laval- 
lee, a famous pianist then living t:' 
Quebec. So quickly was it all done, 
so much after the manner of an’ in- 
aspiration that the very next day the 
composer sent word that he was 
ready. When the committee called 
upon him they found that he had 


| composed not one, But four or five 


melodies, al! of which he played on 
his plano, Unanimously they accept- 
ed the melody since become so fam- 
ous as the voice of the French-Cana- 
dian race. Catching up the insplra- 
tional mood of the composer, Judge 
Routhier at once wrote his memor- 
able vérscs to fit the tune, and before 
the convention broke up both words 
and music were enthusiasticallf ac- 
claimed, adopted and sung. Within a 
fow years thousands of French-Cana- 
dians had learned this majestic 
hymn, but it was almost twenty 
sears before it got up as far as On- 
tario, where it was wsed first at mili- 
tary tattoos In Niaxara Camp, later 
as a march-past In the reception am 
corded the present King, George V, 
tn Toronto, when A. 8 Vogt, then 
conductor of the Mendelssohn Choir, 
asked a bandmaster, “What is that 
wonderful thing?”

The cane from this plantation 
was delivered to’ Central Cunagua, 
thus making financing of tho crop a 
simple matterfor the young man, and 
the result has been that he has been 
able to sell all his sugar to the mill 
at excelledit prices, permitting him 
not only to pay the expenses of the 
harvesting of the crop, but the entire 
cost of the plantation, having left 
in addition some $80,000 in cash. To 
cap the climax he has now received 
an.offer of $700,000 in cash for the 
plantation. Thus it may be sald 
since November this young man 
cleaned up over, three-quarters 
million, .

There is hardly 
a wide awake Spanish storekeeper 
throughout the island bf Cuba who, 
through Interests in cane plantations, 
has not amassed a fortune. * While 
these developments have been In pro- 
grees throughout the last four years,! 
the sugden Jump and tremendous ¥- 
crease in productive power and in 
wealth-producing capacity, have oc- 
curred since this crop commenced, 
and merely an outlino has been given 
of what is ‘gure to continue for the 
next two or three years. 

Previous. to 1914 It was estimated 
that the lands sufficient for a sufar 
mill, the establishment and instaila- 
thon of the mill, the building of the 
railroads necessary for transportation 
of cane and the purchasing of all 
equipment of rolling stock, oxen, 
carts, etc, required for the proper 
operation of a sugar mil, would cost 
at the rate of $10 per bag of produc- 
tive capacity of the mill. Thus a mill 
capable of producing during the sea- 
son 100,000 bags of sugar could be 
built and all necessary lands, rail- 
roads, equipment and so forth would 
cost $1,000,000, *° 

To-day it is estimated that tho 
same mill could not be built and the 
“equipment, etc., purchased for less 
than $20 to $25, and In cases of thar- 
oughly equfpped, first-class modern 
mills for less than $30 per bag of 
production. Mill owners have for this 
reason geen the value of their pro- 
pertics increased from 100 to 200 
per cent.; mills that formerly could 
not have been sold for more than $1,- 
500,000 to $3,000,000 having been 
sold for from $5,000,000 to $6,000,- 
000. Central “Espana,” a mill sup- 
posed to havo a producing capacity of 
about 600,000, has recently been dis- 
posed of for about $19,000,000. This 
increase in wealth, of course, reflects 
itself in spending capacity, and there- 
fore in the prosperity of tho island 
and its people, 


Tho Salton Sea. > 

The Salton sea In‘Imperial valley, 
one of the natural wonders of. the 
west, is constantly shrinking. At 
present {it is about eighteen mfies 
long and nine miles wide at the 
greatest point. In the last five yeara 
the water is said to hare retreated 
about a mile a year, leaving.a sait- 
incrusted adobe land, which is cager- 
ly selzed by homestcadéra, Often 
their location stakes are planted far 
out in the water. The sea, which lics 
169 feet below the level of the ocean, 
abounds in fish, mullet and carp, 
which local and Arizona capitalists 
are planning to utilize, by erection of 
@ great canncry. \

in two small motor cars moved about 
$80,000,000 in cash and securities 
on a recent Sunday in New York from 
the Citizens National Bank, 320 
Broadway, to the Chemical National 
Bank, 270 Brohdway. In addition, 
they transforred almost $1,000,000 
worth of gold ‘and silver plate and 
jewelry which was tucked into safo 
deposit boxes, Six and three-quarter 
millions of the moved treasure was in 
actual cash.

Press Conference are members of 2 
professien many ¢enturies old, The 
word newspaper is capable of ao mahy 
interpretations that it would be dim- 
sult to name the prblication entitled 
to be called the ploneer in that field. 
The Acta Diurna of ancient Rome 
were chronicles pf events, and China 
had what might be called newspapers 
az long ago as the sixth and serenth 
centuries, In the more modern sense, 
the Oxford Gazette. of 1665. might’ 
be described as the first English 
newspaper, Tho-name Gazette was 
a favorite ono with early publications. 
It came from Italy, and is traced by 
some to the Greek word “gadza,” a 
treasury, which in turh hailed from 
Persia. But the preferred derivation 
{s from gazetta, a small Italian coin, 
which was thé fee charged for hear- 
Ing the reading of a manuscript 
“newspaper” at Venice during the 
war between the Venetlans and the 
Turks. Uncharitably-minded people 
point out that the same word means 
a magpie or chatterer. 

In Canada, as abroad, the name 
Gazette was tho carly favorite in the 
Journalistls world, so much so that 
the Grst rine newspapers published 
in this country bore that name. They 
were: Halifax Gazette, 1752; Quebec 


Gazette, 1764; Nova Scotia Gazette, | 


1766; Gazette Litteralre (Montreal), 


j Gasettegand New Brunswick Adver~ 
tiser, 1784; Montreal Gazette, 1785; 
Royal © Gazette (Charlottetown), 
1791; Upper. Canada Gazette (New- 
ark), 1793, 


1833. There ts record of a Royal 
Standard published daily at Toronto 
in 1836, and the Kingston Whig, still 
flourishing, wes a daily in 1849, In 
which year a Dally Telegraph had a 
short ond unexciting career in 
Toronto. 

It fs not generally known that the 
Christian Guardian ts the oldest pub- 
Ucation in Toronto, dating from 1828.

Broken in health because of his 
devotion to the Irish Nationalist 
cause, Laurence Ginnell fs at present 
in Montreal, where be intends to stay 
for some time in an effort to regain 
some of his former strength. At pres- 
ent the Montreal branch of the 
Friends of Irish Freedom are en- 
Geavoring to get him to give them 
an addreas, but’ there docs not seem 
to be much chance of that for some 
time tq come, as he has cross€i the 
ocean Folety because his doctor In- 
sisted that he have a change. 

Being a nervous wreck, and suf- 
fering from a complication of other 
diseases, the stormy petrel of the 
British House has been forbidden by 
his m@dical advisers to give out inter- 
views. 

“I cannot talk at length,” said 
Mr, Ginnell, “my nervous trouble is 
very bad and I suffering from 
other complicatio: too. Yes, I in- 
tend staying in Montreal for a while. 
Tam not sure yet whether I have 
benefited by the voyage or not.” 

Mr. Ginneli, who is the Nationalist’ 
ex-M.P. for West Meath, Is sald to 
hold the recerd for having asked 
more questions in the British House 
of Commons than any other member 
in the same term of service. After 
his many terms of Imprisonment for 
contempt of courc, Inciting to cattle 
raiding, ‘seditious utterances, ete., 
Mr. Ginnell is now a very sick man. 
His last/sentence to prison was In 
1988, and with the strain of tho past 
five years of grar his health is com- 
pletely broken. 


4 Our Imports. 

During the twelve months conelud- 
ing with the end of June Imports into 
Canada showed a remarkable In- 
crease an compared with importa in 
the twelve months previous. The in- 
crease was marked In both dutlable 
and freo goods. There is evidence 
also of récovery in Canadian exports 
following on the fall due to the censa- 
tion of munition shipments. Imports 
$210,204,.2323 compared with $863,- 
603,416 in 1919. Total exports of 
merchandise was $1,276,311,643 as 
against $1,259,668,977 In 1919. 

During the past twelve -months 
imports from the United Kingdom 
have more’ than doubled. For the 
year ending July, 1919, they were 
$75,091,775, ‘In comparison with 
$177,494,302 In the last twelve 
months, Imports from Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa havo 
decreased, From the Argentine they 
have increased in the twelve months 
from $1,043,988 to $4,012,971; from 
United S:ates from $696,370,469 to 
$861,103.465. Imports from tho 
British West Indies increased from 
$8,339,902 to $13,564,807. 

Exports of Canadian produce to 
the United Kingdom decreased dur- 
ing the twelve months from $544,- 
581.834 to $436,252,096; 
United States, they increased from 
$439,983,496 to $488,974,311. 
increase in ezporta to Belgium and 
Greoce, largely no doubt duc to cre- 
dits extonded, was most marked. Ex- 
ports to Belgium increased from 
$1,268,456 to $35,797,469; to 
grees from $1,663,602 to $88,520,-

the curl and woolier. The appella- 
tion “Persian lamb" comes from’ the 
fact that all the trading for the Kara- 
kule pelts is dolng in market In Per- 
sia, which, being tho centte of the 
industry, naturally gives its name to 
the widely, known article ,of com- 


merce. 
The object of introducing the

Leicesters, and so on, and of the 
Persians is to produce a bigger fram- 
ed animal with a close, high-class fur 
and wool, and the experiments have 
been so successtal on the Patrick 
ranch, where there are 1,200 Kara- 
kules ana grades that are being de- 
‘veloped up to the Karakule type, 
that the indvstry may fairly be said 
to be established. In any event Dr. 
Patrick marketed the first of his 
Albert Persian lambe last year and 
the pelts brought from $18 to $32. 
This year the quantity is higher and 
the market prices are also higher, 
ranging up to $50 for a lamb pelt. 

When the lamb is killed for its pelt 
the ewo breeds twice in the same 
season, which means a fur product 
from the lambs of $40 to $100 a year. 
Besides the pelts there is the wool 
of the o!der animals, and for this a 
market has been found in New York 
City, where it is used-in the manu- 
facture of Persian rugs. The price 
in the Alberta market is about 50 
per cent. higher then that of the do- 
mestic animal, Tho clip from a 
Karakule ranges from 8% to 15 
pounds, although a cut of twenty- 
five pounds from one animal is_re- 
corded, ~ 

Dr. Patrick has five families of 
pure-bred Karakules in his herd and 
is independent of importations.

junior in that respect—celected at 24 
and today spoken of as an em- 
bryonic Premier.

But England has had 
Disraeli, and may yet have Sassoon, 
whose experience has’ embraced a 
secretaryship to Sir Dougles Haig, 
and who bas shown diplomatic abil- 
ity of the highest order.

Over Niagara Falls. ) 

When Charles G. Stephens, Eng- 
Jand’s daring young man of 56, went 
to his death over Miagara Falls in a 
barrel ho was merely following the 
trail that was blazed by a woman, 
comments the New York Evening 
Post. Mrs, Anna Edson Taylor, 43, 
entered an oaken, barrel: weighed 
down by a biacksmith’s anvil and 
tumbled over what ts never called 
anything but “the fearful brink.” 
She emerged somewhat hysterical but 
quite aliye, and being a school teach- 
er sald ahe was not sorry she hid 
done | “if it would help‘her finan- 
cially." © 2 

*People will tell you that numbers 
of mad adventurers have gone over 
the falls in a barrel, but only two are 
on record: Mrs. Taylor, the pioneer, 
in 1901, and Bobby Leach, who made 
the dive in a steel caskeim* 1921, 
Plenty have plunged without a bar- 
rel, willingly or unwillingly, and un- 
counted breath-taking feats have 
been performed at the Whirlpool 
Rapids, where the only barre! fatality 
{also a woman, Maud Willard) oc- 
curred. But Mr, Stephens will by no 
means bo guilty of a commonplace 
in braving the Horscahoe Falls itself. 
It is a drop of 168 feet, and the 
time and place of exit cannot be ar- 
ranged beforehand, 

Bobby Leach fs the one human be- 
ing who ever saw the falls, so to 
speak, from the inside. Mrs. Taylor 
dropped from the higher to the lower 
level of the river outside the main 
flow of wild waters, but the weight 
of Leach’s barrel caused him to 
plerce the spill and drop through the 
heart of the cataract, at which point 
he pulled the plug out of the airholo 
in order to enjoy the unique glory 
of the view. He had telephoned his 
wife that he was coming home by 
way of the Horseshoe. 

Efforts were made to arrest him 
before he could start on the voyage, 
but once Jaunched he quicked reach- 
ed a location © which the police did 
not care to follow him. 

Tho fashion ef dolng Niagara 
stunts began In 1829, when Sam 
Patch leaped from a tower ninety 
feet high on Goat Island to safety 
in the waters of the lower Niagara. 
The appalling tightrope performances 
of M. Blondin and the Signorina 
Spelterina followed, and in 1861 
Capt. Joel Robinson in his heavily 
mortgaged old tub, “The Mald of the 
Miat,” dashed through the rapida in 
order, to estapo paying levy. After 
Carlisle D. Graham, the Philadelphia 
cooper, began knocking about among 
the glant waves and wicked currents 
of tho whirlpool in a barrel In 1886, 
he was followed by so many barrel 
voyagera, some even jourgeying in 
couples, that the feat fost ita novelty, 

To cap the climax a venturesome 
cow in 1910, having been brougut up 
beside tho falls and hence knowing 
no better, got into tho extraordinary 
habit of wading out near the whirl- 
pool's edgé and standing there chew- 
ing hér cud, greatly vexing night- 
seers who had come to be awed.

Clever Ants. 

Tho reputatign of King Solomon as 
@ naturalist has been much enhanced 
by the comparatively recent discovery 
of the Tact that certain ants do, as 
he asserted, make a business of gath- 
ering and storing grain. But there 
are other ants which pursue a much 
more remarkable practice. They culti- 
vate mushrooms. 

The so-called* parasol ants of 
Brazil get their name from their 
habit of marching along in single 
file, each one with a piece of green 
leaf held over its head. These scraps 
of leaves are taken to underground 
chambers, well cliewed, ard allowed 
fo ferment and decay in a mass, 
through whidh\the mycellum or a 
fungus soon bégins to run in white 
threads, When little mushroom but- 
tons havo started to develop the 
workers bite them off and feed them 
to the baby ants. 

Experiments hive proved that 
these mushrooms, if permitted to de- 
velop, will attain a diameter of six 
inches. But the ants prefer them im- 
mature. Man has discovered that by 
in dark 
places where he can control temper- 
ature, he can grow mushrodms all 
the year round, but the leaf-cutting 
ant got the idea long before he did 
and acted upon it.

Politically Cherso was included in 
Istria, when under Austrian rule. 
With its neighbor islands, Lussin, to 
the southwest, and Veglla, to the 
east, it was a part of the Lussin 


district. 

Cherso les off the shores of the 
northern part of Dalmatia and the 
Croatian littoral, a region formerly 
known as Morlacchia. The Morlac- 
chia channel preserves this name, 
originating with the Slavic invaders 
of Dalmatia, who called the Latinized 
people they found there “Viachs, or 
Mavyo-Viachs—Black Vlachs.” Thus 
the Slava of this region have tome 
to be known, by a corruption of this 
title, as Molachs. 

In rural districts Morlacchian wo- 
men retain their historic costume, 
which includes a kerehief for the 
head, many strands of beads, a walst- 
band from which hang amulets and 
various trinkets, and, over a blue 
cloth gown, an apron of exquisite 
embroidered pattern. About her neck 
an unmarried girl wears a string of 
coins and rings which comprise 
dowry. Formerly the men wore their 
hair In a plait, which thelr ives 
were expected to comb, adorn With 
arc and charms, rope with

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Discovery of Helium. ! 
A large commercial company for: 
the production of hellum has just} 
been formed‘with retired officers of 
the United States air service among 
its directors; Hellum is the non- 
inflammable gas which is now used in 
the place of hydrogen for the Olling 
of dirigible balloons, While tellevers 
in hellum dd not umler-estimate the 
possibilities of the airplane, they re- 
gard the helium-inflated balloon as 
the safest and most practical airship, 
especially for long voyages. They de 
clare that the dirigible can travel a 
much greater distance than the alr- 
plane without stopping for fuel, that 
it affords a smoother way to travel 
the alr, and with helium substituted 
for hydrogen, is practically inde- 
atructible. 
The original discovery of helium 
fd America was made In a little town 
called Dexter in southern Kansas. 
The men drilling for the natural gas 
had been confident of securing a sup- 
ply sufficient for the households and 
industries of the community, so the 
event of opening the well was made 
a holiday for the people of Dexter., 
A crowd collected and the well was 
dramatically opened, the gas rushed 
forth and in order to make the de 
onstration complete a lighted tore 
wes thrust into the mouth of the 
well. : 
According to all rules, the gas 
should have Immediately ignited and 
blazed forth the news of the opening 
of the weli to the community, but it 
did nothing of the sort. The torch 
promptly went out and the people re- 
turned to their homes in a rage with 
nature, who had cheated them out of 
their promised supply of cheap fuel. 
Samples of the mysterious gas were 
sent to the state university, where the 
secret of its fireproof qualities was 
disclosed. The gas was found to be 
particularly abundant in southern 
Kansas, where for years it was called 
“wind gas” and allowed to waste into 
the alr,—Detrolt Journal. 


_ “Kava” Is Samoan Beverage. * 
; ‘The national beverage of the Sa- 
moan islanders is “kava,” obtained 
from the dried fruit of a plant known 
to the botanist as Piper methyatium, 
gays the Kansas City Star. The clas- 
sic method of its preparation was by 
chewing.

~~ Cents on Dollar 


This Is Estimate Made by Officials 
After Examining Estate 

BOSTON, Avg. 26.—A payment of 
less than 50 cents on the dollar to the 
creditors of Charles Ponzi's quick-rich

the Egyptian skies. The first steps 
were guided by priests before the 
great granite sphinxes, the monstrous 
columns, and the high pediments of 
thelr temples, now so well known to 
many of our gallant soldiers. Here 
the mysterious grandeur of thé sa- 
cred dances symbolized the harmony 
of the stars, the altar in the middle 
of the.temple representing the orb 
of day, while the dancers took the 
parts of the signs of the zodiac, the 
seven planets, andthe constellations 
revolving round the sun. 

In Greece, too, dancing always held 
& prominent place in religious cere- 
monies, even the physicians of the 
days of Aristophanes, 600 B.C., advo- 
cating it just as they are doling at 
the presem day as a healthful exer. 
cise; while Plato considered it a very 
efficient remedy In certain forms of 
mania, the patients also listening to 
songs that were calculated to heat 
thelr blood and open the pores so as 
to facilitate the ejection of the sup 
posed polson. 

Mahomet, {mitating Christian prac- 
tice, instituted a sect of dancers— 
the well-known Dervishes—who twftt 
Tound and round with astonishing 
swiftness, sometimes even till they 
fall down in a swoon, 

Even as late as 1806, a new seet 
was founded In New England — the 
Jumpers—who looked on dancing as 
an act of worship and whirled round 
and round for hours at a time, until 
they, like the Dervishes, would fall 
down exhausted. 

Amongst the Indians, with thelr 
worship of the sun and moon, dane 
ing, accompanied by singing, was for a 
long period the only form of homage, 
In this fashion, they adored their 
gods, the sulfand the moon, at their 
rising and setting, altering the form 
of their adoration to lamentation 
during tho eclipses, for this deep 
ecstasy out of which tle dance 
sprang, was not necessarily joy — it 
might be the ecstasy of worship or 
the cestasy of grief. 

A child's words are never cnough 
to express the heart’s delight; the 
whole body becomes a lively instru- 
ment for joy to play upon, for all 
human emotion expresses {tself most 
spontaneously In Ny gesture; it 
was on this account that the Greeks 
never regarded dancing as a mere 
frivolous entertainment, 

From its power’ of affecting tne 
emotions—and with them the charac- 
ter—they attributed to it a grave im- 
portance. Plato in constructing his 
ideal republic went so far az to ad- 
yocate its regulation by the state, so 
as to actually foster and prescribe 
the best dances with a view to ele 
vating and perfecting the character 
of the citizens; and if it be true that 
dancing determines the emotions, and 
that the emotions of a people deter- 
mine its character, what could be 
more reasonable? 

When manors detay, the dance 
becomes decadent also, It is not the 
dissoluteness of the dance that pois- 
ons the morals of the age, it the cor- 
ruption of the age that polsons the 
dance. If it suffers from any general 
relaxation of morality more swiftly’ 
and more disastrously than any of 
the other arts, it is because it ex- 
presses the emotions with such fidel- 
ity and emphasis, ‘ 

There is no doubt that, however 
modified the popular dances of ages 
most remote and of countries most 
widely apart may be, they are all de- 
ducted from one common orfgin— 
viz, the religious dance. There are 
instances—some of which are so se- 
cular—which it seems difficult to 
think of as forming part of a ritual, 
but that is probably only because of 
our inability to trace the dance far 
enough back. Take our ballet, for 
Instance, which originated in Egypt, 
the dancers personifying the move- 
ments of the stars and planets. 

From a superficial point of view, 
it is true, the dance fs only a frivo- 
lous amusement, but if we under- 
stand its historical import, we shall 
be able to see what a power it can 
exert on creating instincts of culture 
and refinement. 

But what greater encouragement 
for such a pleasurable pastime can 
be found than Si. Basil’s Epistle to 
Gregory, wherein he says that since

A Lost City In Mesopotamia, 
An. ancient city han been discover- 
ea in Mesopotamia, bordering ine 
river-for some twenty milcs, 
yet so, well “lost” that a traveler, 
approaching it under ordinary con- 
ditions, would have merely notice?

THOMAS, \ Aug. 23.—The ce le- 
bration in Winnipeg today of the fil- 
tieth anniversary of the expulsion of 
the famous rebel leader, Louis Riel, 
and his band of French and hall-breed 
followers from Fort Garry, now Win- 
nipez, by the little army of Terente 
and Ontario men under . Wolseley.

eued interest in the Red River Expe- 
dition and_ the vents leading up te 
that long march over the old Dawson 
trail to Riel's etronzho’d. An out 
stamling figure in connection with the 
early days of Riel's rebellion ix Adam 
W. Graham of St. Thomas, Ont., 9 
man well ip his eighties and one of the 
few survivors of the forty-five volun- 
teer soldiers who were made prisoners 
by Riel early in December, 1879, a few 
days after he had openly declared war 
on the British Empire, 
One of the Fiest to Enlist, 

Mr. Graham is a eplendid type of 
the pioneer of those eventful days 
when the West was very young. He 
had gone to Portaze la Prairie with 
his father and brother to take up land, 
but hearing that the work on the Gov- 
ernment highway wa« soon to start, 
they had journeyed on to Fort Garry 
to secure employment.

Mr. Charles Wesley Jones dicd at 
his home in Bancroft, Ont., on August j 
20, after a protracted illness. He'was} 
born in Clark Township, Durham 
County, on November 27, 1842, the son 
of Rev. George Jones and Laura Mal- 
lory.

~Itiis because the Hebrews in the 
days of Moses and doubtless long be- 
fore that looked upon the harp as 
the most admirable of all instru- 
ments of music. Undoubtediy it is of 
prehistoric origin. ‘The Egyptians 
had perfected it thousands of years 
before Christ was born and their 
harps, beautifully made and elabor- 
ately ornamented, were substantially 
of the same pattern as ‘those of 
to-day. 

The harpsichord, comparatively 
T™modern, represented an attempt to 
construct a horizontal harp that was 
played upon by means of oblong 
wooden keys called “jacks.” Our 
plano is a modified and ‘improved 
harpsichord, invented in 1711 by 
Bartolomeo Crtotels of Padua, 

Tt seems not tkely that as 
Serta oti the barpwas’ the 
instrument we call a lyre. The latter 
‘was possibly the frst of all stringed 
fnatruments. One finds it represented 
on the monuments of ancient Egypt 
and, though so long obsolete, it often 
a in modern architecture as a 
detoration. 

In the stillness of the night, what 
more beautiful or soul-elevating than 
the mournfol music of a Hute? It was 
this instrument which the shepherds 
of Bethichem were playing that me- 
morable night 1920. years ago, when 
the angels interrupted to announce to 
them the birth of the Saviour. 

And, on the other hand, what {n- 
strument {is better adapted for mar- 
tial uses, when accompanied by the 
drum, than the flute’s sister-instru- 
ment, the fife? Like the plbroch, it 
rouses to deeds of valor! 


Reason of Leap Year. 

It was in the year B.C, 46 that 
Julius Caesar introduced the Bisez- 
tile, or what we know as Leap Year, 
into the calendar, says Pearson's 
Weekly, 

Previous to the adoption of the 
Jullan system, the Roman year con- 
sisted of 3¢5' days only, divided into 
twelve lunar months, with an occa- 
sional intercalary month to make up 
for the fact that more than twelve 
exact lunar months are required to 
complete the natural year. 

aThis system was very’ unsatisfac- 


tory, and Jullus Caesar much im-1! 


proved matters by his calendar 
which made: cheh year to consist of 
365% day dn' the average by insert- 
ing another day every four years be- 
tween February 24th and 25th. 

This reckoning was not quite ac- 
curate, however, as the natural year 
consists of 365 days & hours 48 min- 
utes 50 seconds énly, and when Pope 
Gregory XIIL. studied the subject in 
1582 he found there was a difference 
of ten days between the Julian and 
the natural time. This led to the 
Gregorian Amendment, which enact- 
ed that what would have been Oc- 
tober 5, 1583, was to be regarded 
as October 15. 

To guard against fature disctep- 
ancies the Pope drew up a list of 
leap years, and although 1700, 1800 
and 1900 were not Included, 2000 
will be a leap year. There is now 
only a difference of 22 segonds per 
annum between calendar and natural 
time, 

The Gregorian, Amendment was 
not accepted in England until 1751, 
by which time the difference be- 
tween the Julian calendar and nat- 
ural time had become eleven days. 
A decree was issued to meet the 
case, and September 3, 1751, became 
September 14, 


Sikh's Sacred Emblems. ; 

It was recently reported that Gen. 
Dyer had been presented by the Sikhs 
with the sacred comb, the quoit aad 
the dagger. 

By being presented with these Gen. 
Dyer has received what is practically 
the greatest honor a Sikh can bestow 
upon any man not of his religion, 

When the son of a Sikh himself 
beeomes a Sikh, in other words, when 
ho is admitted to the religion he is 
given the comb, dagger and -quolt, 
and from the day he receives thom 
he guards his sacred possessions 
most jealously. 

The quolt, of course, is the na- 
tional weapon of the Sikhs. Men 
serving in Sikh regiments of the In- 
dian army wear a small quolt, about 
four inches in diameter, in front of 
their turban, but the actual weapon 
is much larger and heavier, and has 
® razor-like edge. 

The Sikhs have a deadly aim. The 
quoit is thrown In much the same 
mapner as was the discus In days of 
old—that Is, the thrower gets a firm 
footing, flings his hand right back, 
and then brings it suddenly forward, 
releasing the weapon—and woe be- 
tide the unfortunate enemy whose 
neck sets in the way.

termined; hut which, if developed, 
would relieve thin country of depen- 
dence on outsite sources for its crude 
oll supply. 

At present, Canadian production 
of crude oil {s merely nominal — ap- 
proximately 300,000 barrels last 
year. Millions of tarrels are import- 
ed from the United States. Mexico 
and Peru. Most of the Canaglag 
crude oll comes from southwestern 
Ontario, though there is a atmall pro- 
duction in the Okotoks field south- 
west of Alberta, and a still smaller 
production in New Brunswick, neat 
Moncton. Determined efforts are be- 
ing made to develop new production 
fn the Canadian West; but so far 
without commercial Bucceas. 

The posfbilities of producing 
crude oll from Canadian oll have fre- 
quently been discnssed, and at pres- 
ent interests clocely associated with 
tho Anglo-Persian Oil Company are 
preparing to take hold of the exten- 
nive deposits in Alberta county, New 
Brunswick. with a view to practical 
development. I 

The New Drunswick deposits— 
the Albert 
shales—are the best known of tho 
Canadian shele deposits, and prob- 
ably the richest. Samples sent ta 
the Scottish shale works tested. 40 
imperial gallons of crude oll to the 
ton, with a by-producteof 50 poufds | 


from the Scottish shales, and the lat. 
ter have been profitably worked for 
more than sixty years, Yet partiett! 
larly rich sampler of the Albert 
shale have tested even better, as bigh 
as 56 gallons of crude oll and 119 
pounds culphate of ammonia to the 
on. t 
Between sixty and seventy years 
ago these shaler were extensively, 
worked. Large quantitica of the 
shale wore shipned to American re 
torting vlants in Maine, Massachute 
etts. New York an! other Eastern 
States, for distillation into crude oll; 
and shipments were also made to gas 
. In New Brunswick was at 

one cuccessful retorting plant, 


Baltimore Ol! Works” at Rose- 
dale, adout ten miles from Hillsboro. 
The Industry, however, was just 
nicely eatablished when the discov- 
ery of liquid ofl by drilling In Penn- 
sylvania wiped the shale oil industry 
pu or existonce, Tho Scottish plants 
improved their processes, affect 
characteristic economies, and are 
still operating; but the industry in 
America could not stand up against 
the competition of crude oll from 
the wells which at times sold as low 
as 10 cents a barrel, The New Bruns- 
wick shale workings have remained 
inactive for more than half a century. 

Besides the New Brunswick do- 
posits, there are oll shales in Nova 
Scotia, notlably in Pictou county. 
The present town of Stellarton takes 
{ts name from the atellarite deposits 
found there in 1859. Samples of this 
stellarite yielded on distillation as 
high as 200 Imperial gallons of crudo 
oll to the ton, probably tho richest 
oll shale In the world. The deposlts 
were worked for a couple of years 
in the early.60's of the last century, 
tll the competition of drilled wells 
put the retorting plants out of busi- 
ness. 

There are shale outcrops in eaat- 
ern Quebec, notably in Gaspe Pento- 
sula; agd Nowfoundland has de- 
posits sufficient, it has been optimis- 
tleally estimated, to supply the 
petroleutn needs of the world for 200 
years. In Ontario thero is a shale 
outcrop at Kettle Point on Lake 
1uron, not far from Forest. Manitou- 
lin Island has some shale outcrops; 
and there aro ofl shale deposits in 
the James Bay area, and generally 
around Georgian Bay. 

There are distillation possibjlities, 
also, in the Yamous tar sands of the 
Athabaskn; though no process: of 
distillation has been yet evolved to 
utilize them in a commercial way. 

The 1oain reasoh why capital has 
been slow to develop these resources 
has been the competition of crude pe- 
troleum from drilled wells, When 
oll was $1 2 barrel or leas, retorting 
oll from shale wes not a commercial 
proposition, since at least $250,000

: © 8 SHOWN AT.FAIR 

‘The exhibition of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company at the Toronto | 
Exhibition this year is unique } 
very representative of the glories and 
beauties of the ‘Canadian Pacific 
Rockies, It is housed in the popular 
Railway Building, and immediately 
catches the interest of the’ visitor. It 
is the C.P-R. Bun Dance Lodge and 
quite typical of the Rockies and the 
Tndians of the West. ‘The premler at- 
traction on entering the duilding “is 
the huge Sun Burst which throws its 
rays around the gigantic fepeo’ in 
which are garnered the side scenes 
portraying in miniature form some 
the gorgeous scttings which none but 
the Canadian Rockies can, produce. 
The roof of the Indian tepee is hand 
painted with symbolic writings and 
signa typical of the Rocky and Plain 
Indians. The side embellishments are 
finished in white: birch, the bark of 
which was always a favorite with the 
Indian not only for the construction 
of his canoe, but for the building of a 
quick camp fire. On each side of the 
entrance office accommodation has 
been worked into the, setting where in- 
formation of every description’ can be 
obtained and telegraph service is also 
installed. This has,the tepee finish 
and ‘real Indian tepee poles transport- 
ed from the West for the purpose have 
been usad. The , lighting effect of 
these elaborate interiors are electric 
with mintature Indian tents as shades, 
producing an interesting effect. 

The scene {rom Sulphur Mountain 
overlooking Banff Springs Hotel in the 
foreground, and the beautiful Rundle 
and Tunnel Mountains, and the 
stretch of the Bow River in the back- 
ground is undoubtedly realistic. A 
fine model of the’C.P.R.’s famous hos- 
telry built apecially for the occasion 
by Messrs. H. Morgan, Ltd., Montreal, 
is, electrically illuminated and gives 
the visitor the impression that he is 
paying a visit to Banff instead of 
sweltering under the atmosphere of an 
exhibition. The Banfl Hot Springs, 
famous for thoir health-giving quali- 
ties, especially for curing rheumatism, 
were known to the Red men long years 
aco amd accidentally discovered by 
some engineers when surveying for the 
C.P.R. The huze swimming tank 
hidden from the view, but situated di- 
rectly in front of the hotel has a

WIRELESS COMPANY 
TO BUILD BIG STATION 

Toronto, Aug. 31.—Preparatory 
building a huge experimental station 
for wireless communication between 
Canada and England, the Marconi 
Wireless Company of Canada, Limit- 
ed, have purchased property in Mark- 
ham Township,.
